The inventions of Groups I and II are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other materially different products, or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another materially different process (See MPEP 806.05(f)). 

Inventions I and II are also related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the apparatus as 
claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for 
making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In the instant case the product of Group II 
can be made by a method/apparatus other than the one set forth in the claims of Group I as we'll 
as the process/apparatus can make a product other than the one set forth in Group II. For 
example, the product can be made without fixing the embracing means in the displacement area 
and that the process/apparatus can be used to make a product without tapered displacement areas. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the
